court of this state has held, that any 
officer of a municipal corporation, ob- 
taining funds he Is not legally en- 
titled to, does not get the title to 
the same, but It Is simply a trustee 
for the corporation. 


Should Have Sued 


. There Is no question but 
that the 


city anil 
council 
should 
have 


brought an action long age for the re- 
turn of the money received by 
Mc- 


Lean to the city treasury. 
The nc- 


tlou could have been maintained and 
the city treasury wouiu have been 
much better off. 


City Attorney. Burpee has held an 


opposite view on this question and 
he has never advised .the council to 
take any.action In the matter, 
al- 


though many prominent lawyers in 
this city have said, that tho action 


could 1)0 maintained to a successful 
end. 
The city attorney may havo 


been handicapped In starting any ac- 
tion of this character, for tho reason 
that a majority of tho members of tho 
council have been opposed to it and 
any resolution In this direction would 
either have been voted down or never 
presented. 


League's Doings 


Since the formation of the Munici- 


pal League, city affairs have been 
given n searching examination and 
the books of the city clerk havo been 
given a careful overhauling. So many

Search Made

research of the city records and tho 
egal questions Involved, and havo 
arrived at the conclusion that tho 
only protection the tax payers had 
was .nn action in equity, to recover 
tho funds wrongly diverted from the 
city treasury. 
No hasty action has 


jcon taken In tho matter, the ques- 
tions Involved have been carefully In- 
vestigated by some of the best legal 
authorities In the city and to them 
there seemed to be no question but 
that an action should be brought. Tho 
result of their conferences and Inves- 
tigations, resulted In the service ot 
tho papers this morning. Charles IS. 
Pierce appears as attorney of record 
In the action with M. G. Jeffrls anil 
George G. Sutherland as counsel. 


Bitter Contest 


The questions Involved will 
bo 


bitterly contested by all concerned. 
It as now come down to a question 
of who Is right In the matter.

—years. -Is evidenced from the faci 
that imports of iron and steel manu 
factnrcs which amounted to C7 mil 
lion dolars In 1SS2 and 53 millions In 
1891. and steadily fallen since the lat 
ter date until there-were only 12 mil 
lions In 189U. 
In 1900,

there was a slight Increase but the

Opposes Reciprocity. 


Senator Talieferro of l-'lurliln inadn 


an argument before 
tho committee 


urging amendments to the provisions 
relating to lolmrio and cattle, and 
Senators llaron ami liailey. liolli Dem- 
ocratic members of the committee, in- 
dicated opposition to the treaty on oth- 
er grounds. Senator Ilacon offered an 
amendment placing the Ciihr.n treaty 
on the fame basis as other reciprocity 
treaties with reference to the house 
of representatives, but the amendment 
v.-as not acted on. 


Senator Bailey tooU positive ground 


against the policy of securing recipro- 
cal relations with other countries by 
means of treaties. He said that such 
a course Is unconstitutional in that It 
Is in Interference with the authority 
vested in the house of representatives 
to originate all tariff legislation. 


Discuss Tobacco Clause. 


The committee did not reach a vote 


on a motion made by Seator Ilacon to 
strike out article G of the treaty ex- 
empting American tobacco from pref- 
erential rates given by Cuba to Amer- 
ican articles. The opposition to strik- 
ing out the provision regarding to- 
bacco was because of the plea on the 
part of the Cubans that under it Amer- 
ican tobacco might be shipped to Culm 
and then exported from that Island as 
Cuban tobacco. If Senator Bacon's pend- 
ing amendment should be adopted tho 
treaty would not become effective un- 
til It should be acted upon by tho 
house. 


That 
amendment reads: 
"This 


treaty shall not take effect until the 
same shall have been approved by the 
congress." 


Effect on Other Treaties. 


Some objection has been made by 


the friends of the other reciprocity 
treaties to the sugar-reduction amend- 
ment to the Cuban treaty, which was 
agreed upon by the senate committee 
on foreign relations. They take tho 
position that the provision that sugar 
shall riot be imported from other coun- 
tries than Cuba at less than the rates 
of the Dlngley Jaw wljl have the effect 
of fatally Injuring a number of tho 
other treaties If It should he incorpor- 
ated Into the treaty, as a reduction on 
sugar Imported Into the United States 
Is a material feature of several of tho 
reciprocal agreements now pending in 
the senate.

ceived very little attention at the 
hands of the renal?. The amendment 
relating to Cuban sugar was drawn by 
Senator Lodge, and It Is understood 
that the committee's first object was 
to continue the protection now vouch- 
safed to American sugar.

Ignored Warning.

•was whispered around that the fight 
would take place, and the 300 specta- 
tors assembled In the lodge hall. Com- 
pany C. Fifth Infantry, In tin; mean- 
time had received orders to assemble 
at its armory, a block away. Just be- 
fore the contestants were ready to 
step into the ring the soldiers ap- 
peared and the whole thing was oft. 


Later In the evening Gov. Yates said: 
"I was waited upon by a Mr. 'Spider' 


Garrlety, accompanied by n compan- 
ion, for the purpose of entering a pro- 
test against an order he had received 
from the mayor of the city ordering 
that the entertainment be declared off, 
and to ask that i give them permission 
to proceed with their entertainment on 
the ground that tho affair was to bo a 
sparring match and not a prize fight.
